GARRISON. 

That famous abolitionist, William 
Lloyd Garrison, died 10 years ago to- 
day. Born in New York city, Decem- 
ber 12, 1804, he graduated from the po- 
sition of a shoemaker’s apprentice to 
become a printer, and finally became a 
writer for the press. In 1827 he edited 

the National of Boston, 

and as assistant editor of a Baltimore 

paper denounced the shipment of a 
cargo of slaves from that city to New 
Orleans as domestic piracy,’ for 
which he was fined and imprisoned. 

In 1831 Garrison began the publication 
of the famous Liberator, which was 
continued till 1865. In 1832 he founded 
the Anti-slavery Society, and eight 


Anti-slavery Convention in London 
because the feminine delegates to that 
body were denied their seats.

THE PIRATE

As there bas been a.good deal of petty 
sneak thievery on the East Side of late, 
the officer concluded to make an. ex- 
ample of the heathen, and locked him 
up on a charge of petty larceny. 

There were no new developments in 
police matters yesterday, although 
everyone is talking about changes that 
may soon take place. great deal of 
pressure is being brought to bear on the 
commissioners by the friends of the 
men who have been removed, and some 
of these allege that they have received 
positive assurances that their men 
shall go back in a week or 10 days. 

‘The following were the arrivals at 
the County Jail yesterday: G. Blan 
stang, misdemeanor, El Monte; W F. 
Whitlan, vagrancy, Pasadena; e 
Simmons. feeble- minded, Antelope 
Valley; John W. Johnson, insane, city; 
Pomocino Valencia, selling liquor to 
Indians, San Juan: John Peterson, 
larceny, city. There were 96 prisoners 
in the tanks at 7 o’clock last evening. 

Frank Toal, the inexpressible brute 
who carved his wife a few weeks ago, 
was arraigned before Judge Cheney 
yesterday morning in Department No. 
1 of the Superior Court. He pleaded 


intent to murder and his case placed 
on the trial calendar. The Court fixed 
his bail at $7000. Not being able to 
raise it he was remanded to the County 
Jail to await his trial. 


Yesterday morning a weak-minded 
2% named Murray Simmons was 
brought in from Antelope Valley by 
his parents and turned over to the 
Sheriff as insane. He was examined 4 
‘before Judge Van Dyke, and commit- 
ted to the Home for the Feeble-mindea 
at San José, going north yesterday 
afternoon in charge of Deputy Wray. 
The case is a peculiarly sad one, as the 
little fellow was a bright, intelligent 
lad until a year or two ago, when he 
had a case of typhoid fever, since 
which time he has never been himself. 
The boy is only 8 years old. 

Wednesday night about 9 o’clock 
four men confined in the middle tank 
at the County Jail attempted to — 
mit an indecent assauli upon the 
son of a young Gasman named J. — 
ser, 3 en-day sentence for 
vagrancy he officers were attracted 
by Fresser’s cries, and Jailer Darcy 
went iuto the tank and brought the 
man out. He then investigated the 
case, and found that the guilty parties 
were Lou Harley, alias Napa;“ 
Charles Jackson, alias Ohio;“ Ed 
Crawford and Harry Clifford, where- 
upon they were locked up in the 
dungeon. Clifford is awaiting trial 
before the Superior Court for a similar 
offense to that which the gang at- 
tempted.
